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Frankfort, The Eiserner Step is a handsome sus¬ 
pension bridge across the Maine connecting the City with 
the ancient suburb of Sachsenhauser which is said to have 
been founded by Charlemagne. Frankfort is one of the 
most important towns, financially and commercially, of 
Germany, and contains many buildings of great beauty. 
It is entirely surrounded by Anlagen or public gardens 
laid out on the sire of the old fortifications which were 
removed in 1M06- 1812.
